The Amendments filed on June 4, 2004 and March 8, 2004 have been received and entered. However, the issues raised in Paper No. 
23 regarding improper incorporation of material into the specification remains. 

(A) It is noted that applicant has instructed the Patent Office to not enter the amendment filed on July 1, 2002 in an amendment filed 
on March 8, 2004, however, that amendment has already been entered and cannot be unentered (amendment to sequence listing pages 
1-51). 

(B) The amendment filed on March 8, 2004 has instructed the Patent Office to insert tables and text from WO 98/5 1325, hereby 
incroporated by reference into the instant specification. The Declaration filed insupport of this entry was acknowledged in Paper No. 
23. It is noted that the text of the reference and the instant application are not identical as stated. Applicant has also made admissions 
on the record of deleting and inserting text which is not consistent with WO 98/51325. Note for example that the text "6.1 Selection 
of GIT Receptor Targets" is missing from the instant appHcation on page 5 after line 12. However, the bullet "6.2" has been added. 
As this information was not incorporated into the instant specification the disclosure of "6.2" is inconsistent without "6. 1 ". In addition, 
is not consistent with the applican't statement on the record that the text is identical to the reference incorporated. 

(C) Applicant is reminded that no new matter should be entered with amendments filed. Correction of the above is required.
